esying, “Deggar lice tooth brushes, only five 
cents a bunch.’’ The speaker was a small 
negro child about ten years old, half dressed, 
barefooted and bareheaded.» Her costume 
wes a short checked homespun 
dress catching her below 
the knees. She was ink’s own shade, and was 
carrying a@ large pasteboard box m which 
were ticd up small bunches of roots, which 
she would held in her hand and repeat, “‘Beg- 
gar lice tooth brushes, five cents a bunch.” 
A purchase was made of the child, and she 
was asked where she got the roots. “Mama 
and'all digs ’em,’’ She was foilowed some dis- 
tance, when she pointed over, ‘‘shere they are 
digging.”

EMIGRATION OF SQUIRRELS, 


Millions of These Little Animals Moving 
From Mississi;piinto Arkansas, 

Mrmruis, Tenn., October 25.—Where the 
millions of squirreis even came from, or what 
extent of country could ever produce so many, 
is the question now being discussed by the 
citizens ofthe upper end of Desota county, 
Mississippi, and those living in the lower edge 
of Crittenden county and north part oi Lee 
county, Arkansas. They eni- 
igrating, but pur pose 


_has aot yet been decided, for the country they 


cre leating, which is on the oast.bank of the 
BMiiseisoipp:rivesy cowree te ke weil supp. ou 
with the nuts they most delight to crack, 
Perhaps they are hunting higher lend, as the 
direction thoy are taking would seem to indi- 
catesuch a purpote. The memory of past 
overilows of the Mississippi bottoms, and the 
trouble of subsisting during high water, must 
be anything but pleasant even 
to equirrels. They seem to have cross- 
ed, are still crossingthe Mississippi between 
Norfolk landing, about twonty- five miles bex 
low Memphis, and Desoto l’ront, Miss., which 
is only five miles south of this city. They are 
going over to the Arkansas side of the river, 
and making for Crawley’s ridge. The inhabi- 
tants of that section are killing them by the 
hundreds with sticks. Asthe squirrels have 
lost all feer of man, a gun isnot needed, and 
would bein the way. In several instances they 
have attacked hunters. Their number is be- 
yond all calculation, and pot hunters are 
travelipg with them in wagons siaughterin 
aud then driving to the nearest depot anc 
shipping them to , haat phis and ether merkets. 
Last Saturday Dr. Peters, who resides in Lee 
county, Arkansas, killed thirty-eight around 
his wood-pile with a stick. 

A similar emigration of squirrels occurred 
in 1872: they crossed the Mississippi river 
from the east bank, or Mississippi side, over to 
the Arkansas side, at or about the same point, 
Skidmen st that time killed tuiousands of 
them while swimming the river,

Full Report ofthe Grest Divine’s Sermon of Yester. 
cay on “Bicod,” in Which He Desie With the 
BSubjectin His yp tual Masterty Styte— 
Some Beautiful Illustrations. 


Brooxiys, N. Y¥., October 25.—[Special.]— 
Protessor Henry Eyre Browne opened the 
eervices in the Brooklyn tabernacle this 
morning with the organ solo, First Sonata in 
D. Minor, by Ritter. Dr. Talmage expoun- 
ded the chapter in Leviticus about ancient 
sacrifices. The bymn sung was: 

“Faivation, O the joyful sound’ 
‘Tis pleasure to our ears; 

A sovereign balm for every wound, 
A cordial for our fears.” 

The subject of the sermon was ‘ Blood,” 
and the text was from Hebrew ix:22: “With.

My negative reply then is my negative reply 
now. The Bible statement agrees with all 
pbhysiciens and all physiologists and all 
scientists in saying, that the blood is the life, 
and inthe Christian religion it means simply 
that Christ’s life was given for our life, Hence 
all this talk of men who say the Bible story of 
blood is disgusting, and that they don’t

the derkest Friday the world ever saw, oozed 
or trickied or poured from ithe brow and the

thin and awkward. It was William Il. Sew- 
ard, who saw thatthe prisoner was idiotic 
and irresponsible and ought to be put in an 
asylum rather than put to death, the heroic 
counsel uttering these beautiful words: I 
speck now in the hearing of a people whe have 
prejudged the prisoner and condemned me 
tor pleading in hie behalf. leis a convict, a 
pauper,e begro, without intellect,sense or emo- 
tion. My child with an affectionate smile dis- 
arms my cere-worn face of its frown whenever 
I cross my threshold. The beggarin the 
street obliges meto give because he says, 
‘God bless you’ as I pass. My dog caresses 
me with fondness if I will but smite on him. 

Sy horse recognizes me when | fill his man- 
ger. Whet reward, what gratitude, what 
sympathy and aillection, can I expect 
here? There the prisoner sits. 
Look at bim. Look at the 
atsemblage around you. Listen to their ill- 
suppressed censures and their excited fears, 
and tell me where among my neighbors 
or my’ fellow men, where even in his 
his heart, lean expect to find a sentiment, 
a thought, not to say of reward or of acknow!l- 
edgement oreyen ofrecognition? * * 
* * Gentlemen, you may think of this 
evidence what you please, bring in what ver- 
dict you can, but t deervorsie before heaven 
and you, that to the best of my knowledge and 
belief, the prisoner at the bar does not at this 
moment know why it isthat my shadow falls 
on you ipstead ofthis own.” The gallows got 
its victim, but the post-mortem examina- 
tion of the poor creature showed to all the sur- 
geons and toall the world, that the public 
were wrong and William H, Seward was right, 
and that hard stony step of obloquy in the 
Auburn court room was the first step of the 
staire of fame up which he went to the top, or 
to within one step of the top, that laet denied 
him through the “treachery of American poli- 
tics.

painters. For seventeen years this authors 
foucht the battles of the maltreated artist, 
and after in poverty and broken heartedness 
the painter had died and the public tried to 
undo their cruelties toward him by giving him 
a big funeral end burial at St. Paul’s cathe- 
dral, his old time friend took out of a tin box 
nineteen thousend pieces of paper containing 
drawings by the old painter, and through 
many weary and uncompensated 
months, assorted and arranged them for pub- 
lic observation. Peoplesay John Ruskia, in 
his old days is cross, misanthropic and mor- 


bid. Whatever he may do that he ought not 
to do, and whatever he mey say that he ought 
not to sey between now and his death, he will 
leave this world insolvent as far as it has any 
capacity to pay this author’s pen for its chiv- 
airic and Christian detenso of a poor painters 
pencil, John Ruskin for William Turner. 
Blood for bleod. Substitution. 

What an  exhalting principle this 
which leads 


one to sufier for 
another. Nothing so kindles enthusiasm, 
or awakens eloquence, or ch: mes pootic canto, 
or movesnations.

The most exciting and overpowering day of 
Jast tummer was the day I spent on the bat- 
tlefield of Waterloo. Starting out with the 

norhning train from Brussels, Belgium, we ar 

rived in about an hour on that famous spot, 
A son of one who was inthe battle and who 
head heard from bis father « thousand times 
the whole scene recited, accom panied us over 
the field. There stood the old Hougomoct 
chateau, the wails dented, and scratched, and 
broken, and sbattered of grape shot and can- 
non ball, There isthe well in which thres 
hundred cying and deed were pitched. There 
ie the chapel with the head of the infant 
Christ shot off." There are gates at which, for 
many hours English and French armies 
wreetled. Yonder were the 106 guns 
of the Enclish, and the 250 guns of the French. 
Youder the Hanoverian Hursars fled for the 
woods Yonder was the ravine of Ohaine, 
where the French cavalry, not knowing there 
was a hollow in the ground, rolled over and 
down, troop after troop, two thousand horses 
and fifteen hundred men tumbling into one 
awiul mass of suilering, hoof of kicking horses 
against brow and breast of captains and 
colonels and private soldiers, the humen and 
the beastly grown kept up until, the day after 
&il wes shovelied under, because of. the mal- 
dor erisipng in thst hot month = of 
June. “There,” said our guide, “the High- 
land regiments lay down on their faces wait- 
ing forthe momentto spring upon the foo. 
In that orchard twenty-five hundred men 
were cut to pieces. Here stood Wellington 
with white lips, end by that knoll rode Mar- 
shall Ney on hia sixth horse, five having been 
shot under him. Here the ramks of the French 
broke and Marshal Ney with his body slashed 
of a sword and his bat off and his face covered 
with powder and blood, tried to rally his 
troops es he cried; ‘‘Come and see how a mar- 
shal of France dies on the battlefield.” 
From yonder direction Grouchy was expected 
forthe -lrench re-intorcement, but he came 
net. Around those woods Biucher was looked 
for to re inforce the English, and justin time 
hecameup. Yonder is the field where Napo- 
leon stood, his arm through the reins of the 
horse's bridle, dazed and unstrung, trying to 
go back. Scene of a battle that went on from 
twenty-five minutes totwelve o'clock on the 
18th of June until four o’clock, when the 
English seemed defeated and their commander 
cried out: ‘Boys! can you think of giving 
way’? Remember old England!” and the tides 
turned, and ateighto’clock in the evening tne 
man of destiny, who was called by his troops 
O'd Two Hundred Thousand, turned away 
with broken heart, and the fate of centuries 
wee decided. No wonder agreat mound has 
been reared there,“ hundreds of feet high, a 
mound at the expense of millions of dollars, 


. and many years in rising,andon the top is 


the great Belgien lion of bronze, and a grand 
old lon itis. Butour great Waterloo was in 
Palestine. There came aday when all hell 
came up, led by Apollyon, andthe Captain of 
our saivation confronting them alone, the 
rideronthe white horse of the Apocalypse 
_— out against the black horse cavalry of 

eath. From twelve o’clock at noon, to three 
o’clock in the afternoon, the createst 
battle of the universe went on. 
Nternal destinies were being decided. All the 
arrows of hell pierced our chieftain, and the 
battle-axes struck him until brow and cheek 
and ehoulderand hand and foot were incar- 
nadined with oozing life; but he fought en 
until he gave a final stroke with a sword from 
Jehovah’s buckler, and the commander. in- 
chiet of hell and all his forces fell back in 
everlasting ruin and the victory,is ours, and 
on the mound that celebrates the triumph we 
plant this day two figures, not in bronze or 
Iron or sculptured marble, but two figures of 
living light, the lion of Judah’s tribe and the 
Jamb tbat was slain.

Americus Reccrde:: Mrs. R. A. Wheeler and 
her two littiechildren are visiting her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Godwin, in this city.

Among the findings of the Sumter county grand 
jury is the following: 

We find the jail.secure, but some repairs are 
needed. Three of the cell doors have swagged, and 
cau only be closed by the combined efforts of two 
men, and then hammers have to be used to drive 
the boltshome. They should work easily enough 
‘to be handled byachild. Wealso find the water 
closets in some of the rooms are broken, and that 
the prisoners haye no bedsteads or mattresses 
fo sieep On, and that the windows 
have neither glars nor shutters to pro- 
tect the inmates from the north winds. Jails fre- 
quently bave: within their walls the innocent as 
wellas the guilty, and an enlightened public 
opinion has long since condemned the inhuman 
treatment of prisoners. We think the incarcera- 
tion of one in a bare cell without bed of any kind, 
fnd exposed to the biting cold of the winter winds 
srpack strongly of inhumanity and should not be 
tolerated in this enlightened age. We therefore 
recommend that the cells be supplied at oace with 
good iron bedsteads of the standard pris- 
on reguiation size ard pattern, ud good 
mattresses forthesame. That the wind be closed 
out either by glass or shutters, and that the wa- 
ter closets and doors be put in order, that the 
building be painted, blinds replaced and thatthe 
fence be putinorder In conclusion, we beg to 
callattention to some matters of grave imopor- 
tance which are an increasing clog to the machi 
nery of good government, and in our opinion cali 
loudiy for the closest scrutiny on the part of our 
legal authorities Under oursystem of govern: 
ment, the foundation of the administration of 
justice is thejoath and it is with great recret 
that we observe a growing laxity in the views of 
many of our people in regard to its sacredness. If 
the provisiops ofour penal code are wrong, they 
should mended or repealed; if right, taey 
shculd be enforced, Ifthere is a penalty which 
cap be inflicted On witnesses for making it their 
leading object to tell as little as possible, thareby 
fuppressing the most .important facts and those 
most pertinent to the issue instead of telling ‘the 
whole truth,’’ as they are solemnly 
sworn to do, the strong arm of the iaw 
should be invoked to enforce that penaity. We 
ceprecate the fact that the penal laws of the state 
are repeatediy and persistentiy violated, even 
within the shadow of our courthouse, while it 
Feems & sOUrCe Of personal Congratulation, if not 
of professional boasting, with participants iu 
crime, that they are so often successful in defeat- 
ing the ends of justice and preventing the sup- 
pression of evil, by concealing almost the whole 
truth, rather than revealing it in full,

A LESSON IN HONESTY. 


A NEGRO PREACHER MURDBRS 
HIs CHILD. 


Rev. Alfred Coffee, of Maciscn, Florida,’ Beate His 
Child to Death Because it Stole Three Pounds 
of Cotton—He Deciares That He Did it 
in the Interest of Honesty. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 25.—| Special.|—News 
bas been received here from Madison county, 
Fla., that a negro preacher, named Alfred Coffee, 
living eight miles north of Madison, beat one of 
his children—a boy thirteen years old—to death 
for felling three pounds of cotton to a country 
store. A post mortem was held and the boy’s 
skuli was found to be fractured and his flesh beat 
toajelly. He had been beaten witha plow line, 
and a large peach switch, halfan inch in diameter 
at the large end, worn out to 
about eighteen inches in length. A 
prushbroom, used for sweeping the yard, 
was next worn out, and the last used was a piece 
of plank four feet long, five inches wide,and a half 
inch thick, which was broken into fregments, the 
boy dying in a Tew minutes after the last lick was 
struck. Tresoreams of the child and the fsound 
of the blows were heard fora mile. and, though 
several negro men taw the whole affair, nothing 
was done to try to stop thevillain. Coffee isnow 
confined in the jail and heavily ironed, asthe jail 
is very insecure, Coffee says he whipped the child 
to train him to be honest and not steal egain. He 
ceme near beating his wife to death last year.

PREPARING FOR CIVAL WAR, 

We have frequently called attention to the 
style in which the republican politicians of 
Ohio have been waving the bloody shirt. 
Halstead told one of the reporters of Taz 
Constitution thatsnch arguments had made 
very few votes in Ohio, but itis plain that 
Ha)stead was not sincere, for he is using the 
same old arguments and rehashing his cam- 
paign editorials in bebalf of the election of 
Davenport in New York ttate. 

The only difference is that the bloody shirt 
arguments in New York are employed with 
more viciousness and malignity than they 
were in Ohio, and it is a singular fact that 
Foraker himself appears to be responsible 
for it. He has been imported from Ohio to 
New York to aid Davenport, and hisspeeches 
are nothing more than impassioned appeals 
toaepirit of sectionalism as bitter as that 
which existed a few months after the surren- 
der at Appomatiox. Here is an extract from 
Foraker’s speech at Jamestown: 

The man who followed Stonewall Jackson and 
Robert E. Lee is exercisiug twice or three times as 
much power as the man who foltowed Grant and 
Sheridan. Every man who put on the blue and 
shouldered his musket in the war would be just 
as ready to shoulder it again to vindicate the rights 
ofan oppressed people. We say to these people 
of the sout?, if you will not let the colored man 
have the right to vote you shall not have the 
right to control those thirty-eight votes. The con« 
stitutional amendment says that everybody must 
be protected in the right to vote. We are only 
carrying out the provisions of the constitution. 
Let everybody vote just as he may see fit, and un- 
less you do that, democrats of the south, we will 
call attention to the fact that yeu are enjoyinga 
privilege that you are not entitled to, and we in- 
tend to take it awsy from you. If you permit 
there outrages in Louisiana you will soon be call- 
ed upon to permit them in the north, in New York 
and Ohio. If you would perpetuate free institu- 
tions you must see to it thatevery man has free- 
dom of suffrage. That is what the republican 
party stends for. God help the fparty that says 
nay to that proporition. 

This language may well be described as in- 
flammatory. It can have but one meauing 
and that meaning is, that if the negroes con- 
tinue to refuse to go to the polls and vote 
the republican ticket, the republican party 
proposes,if it can inveigle the people into re- 
turning it to power, to send an army into the 


routhern stater, with carpet-beg scoute and

Artesian Wells. 

Reader, Maryville, Tenn,: What conditions sre 
essential te a successful artesian well? 

In boring artesian wells, the object is to reach a 
layer of sand between inclined strata of rock. The 
water in this sand will probably have descended 
from some elevated position higher than the sur- 
face at the point where the wellis sunk,and as 
soon as the boring reaches it, the water will, in 
seeking its level, rise in the well and flow out at 
the mouth. If the head or source where the water 
goes into the earth between layers of rock is not 
as high as the place where the boring is made, the 
water will not rise quite to thesurface, and the 
well will not be a flowing well. Successful borings 
for artesian wells depend upon the geo- 
logical formation of the district where they 
are made. An artesian well is an artificial spring, 
and the water flows from it by thesame force as 
that by which water flows from a natural spring

Orematories and Cremation, 


Sutscriber, Winston, N,C.: How many crema 
toriesare therein this country and where ere 
they? Describe the process of cremation. 


There are now two crematories in operation, 
one at Washington and the other at Lancaster, 
Pa, Others are building in Cincinnati and Buffa- 
lo, One will be opened at Mount Olivet, N.Y. It 
is a beauti‘ul two-story marble structure, In the 
rear of the basement is the incinerating appa- 
ratus, which is prebabiy the most complete in 
thiscountry. It consists mainly ofa furnace and 
ages producer. For the latter, anthracite pea 
coalisused. This burns under pressure, withthe 
aid of a steamblast, which renders it independent 
ofchimney draughts. The coal is converted into 
inflammable gas, which is afterward burned in the 
furnace proper. This Siemen’s regenerator, to- 
gether with a duplex incinerating chamber, into 
which the body is borne on a metallic carriage. 
moving in grooves on the furnace bed, completes 
the apparatus, Only a yery small part of the gas 
obtained from the coal is lost. All the waste heat 
is stored in a mass of fire bricks. This consistsof 
four recuperating chambers beneath the furnace 
proper, arranged in pairs oneach side. The gas 
from the producer is introduced through five 
slits throughout the surface length of the 
compartment. The sister chamber of the pair 
servesin the same manner to supply hot air, 
An intensely hot flame is thus produced, which 
fplays upon and around the two retorts This

attain a white heat ontop. The heat diminishes 
with the descent. By reversing the feed valves 
the gas and superheated airare turned into the 
second pair of chambers, and the heat that has 
been stored therein is carried back 
into the furnace, around the 
fire-clay retorts. Afler several reversals of the 
valves any temperature from 2,000 to 3,500 deg. 
Fahrenheit may be obtained. All volatile matter 
will be driven off, escaping through a flue at the 
rear end of the retort. From here 
the body is conveyed into the regenerative 
chamber, where it is subjected to au intense heat 
The body is in this process carbonized and lumi- 
nous, 68 may be seen through the spy holes. On 
the admission of oxygen from the atmosphere, 
when the door of the retort is opened, oxidation 
is completed and the mass disintegrates intoa 
pure pearl-white ash, weighing about four per 
cent of the original substance. In no instance 
Curing the progress of the work do the flames 
come in contact with the corpse, and the gaseous 
products are rendered thoroughly innocuous and 
odorless betore being liberated.

The man who bas lost his grip deserves more at- 
tention than he usually receives. H« ig an old 
friend. Everybody knowshim. He ‘: the man 
who lives, not from choice, but from 1 .cessity, on 
a diet of cold shoulder. 


It scems impossible fora man who has com- 
pletely lost his grip to regain it. He may bea 
steam ergine in breeches,and a model of good 
conduct and integrity, but his energy and ability 
will go for nothing. It is useless for him to assert 
himself and make a decided stand. The tide is 
against him and he cannot breast it successiully. 
Why is thisso? To this question all sorts of an- 
swers have been given. 


The fact that our unfortunate acquaintance 
once bad a grip, indicates that he at one time in 
bis career, possessed some of the essentials belong: 
ing to the make-up ofa successful man. The ex- 
planation of his hope’ess and helpless ‘‘flop’’ in- 
yolves the analysis of the leading conditions of 
success and failure. 


Itistoo big a subject to do justice to in the 
brief space allotted to these paragraphs. Asa 
rule, however, it may be said that the man 
who obtains and holds a grip must 
be interested in his fellows and what concerns 
them. When he loses this sympathetic interest he 
ceases to be enrapt with mankind. He loses what 
is called personal magnetism. He lags sup¢r- 
fluous. 


With this human interestin all things human 
there must be allied an aggressive self-assertion. 
When Aaron Burr said: “Law isthat which is 
potitively asserted and plausibly maintained,”’

He must 
believe in himself and have asublime confidence 
in bisluck. Nine timesout of ten his fellows 
will take bim at his own valuation. Weaker men 
will stend aside. He will push bis way to the 
frovt revk, and the philosophical observer will 
say: “Anotherinstance of , the survival of the 
fittest!’’ 


Yet all this must be somewhat qualified. Self- 
assertion sometimes falls flat. It may be the vain 
boast of a weak man, or on tke other band it may 
be too intense. In eithercaseitisafailure Un- 
doubtedly it must bave brain power to back it 
and it must be bridled. 


When aman secures hisgrip in this way he 
mtustcontinue to use tke factors which gave 
him his _ start, If he once abandons 
the positive but ressonable expressicn of his self~ 
consciousness, or spurs it into an intense mood he 
will become cither a negative character, or ac- 
quire tre reputation of a crank. Then be loses 
his grip, andis worse cff than Humpty Dumpty 
ever wae. 


It is a sad thing to listen tothe man‘who has lost 
his grip. He belongs to one of the two classes 
above described. He bas lostsympathetic interest 
in men, or they bave lost itin him on account of 
his cranky intensity. But he cannot understand 
it. Ee will sit down and talk to you by the hour 
of the goodold times. When be was a young man 
all men were honest. Virtue was rewarded. 
Feople were moral. We had good government 
ard flush times, Everything was all woo! auda 
yard wide, Now everything iscorrupt. The bad 
are on top. The country is going to 
the dogs. EHEereally believes all this, but he be~ 
lieves it tim ply because he has lost his grip. If 
he had made haste slowly, and stuck to the means 
by which he first achieved succéss, he would now 
bea live mancf the period, instead ofan old 
fossil.

A day or two ego Sheriff Thomas received a neat 

letter containing a tiny bouquet tied with a pale, 

blue ritbon, After reading the letter. the sheriff 


folded the missive, with the flowers inside, and | 


tenceriy corsigned the letter to his poczet. Yes- 
texday he went out to Oakland cemetery aud laid 
the little bunch of flowers reverently upon a sol- 
dier’s graye. The confederate who slept beneath 
the little offering was Lieutenant R C. Stewart,of 
the 5th Mississippi regiment He died in the fair 
ground hospital January 27th, 1863, and his grave 
was located sometime ago by Captain Thomas for 
the widow. The letter and the flowers were from 
her, and the letter was as follows: 

FERN SPRINGS, Miss , October 18, 1885.—Mr. L. P. 
Themas Esteemed Gentleman: Your kind favor 
of September 23d was culy received. Contents 
noted with thrilling interest. Words are inzade- 
quate to «Xpress my gratituce to youfor the 
information it contains. The location aud the 
Beauty of the sgurroundings of my dear 
husband’s Krave are extremely satis- 
factory. I do not wish to remove his re- 
maios fromthe sacred mound, under which he 
bas reposed 50 Many years, though, doubtless, he 
isnowin a state of preservation, as he was puri. 
edina metaliccase. Tomy lively imaginatioa, 
the quiet grave. under the beautiful oak tree 
near the Confederate monument, is vividly por 
trayed O, that I could kneel beside it, bathe the 
£0d with the tears of affection, and plart sweet 
flowers onit! But being denied this sad pleas- 
ure, |bumbly ask thi« favor of you; will yoa 
plesee to place these flowers on his grave for me? 

In locating his grave, you bave contributed 
to my bappiness and to the happiness of my three 
chilaren, two daughters and one son, for whom [ 
bave lived sipce the death of their kind father. 
He wes wounded in the battleof Murtreesboro, 
Tenn,, December 31, 1862, from the effactse of 
which he died January 27, 1863. The captain and 
first Jieutenant being absent, he had the honor o? 
leading ‘‘brave company E,” Fifth Mississippi 
regiment, into the fight. 

I jnferred from what yon said concerning 
the head board that it is wooden; 
s0, I wish to have a marble one put 
there some time, and would like to get 
you to attend to it for me.
